Taft's Second Call 
On President Heralds 
Burial of Hatchet 


WASHINGTON, April 19.— 
(UP)—Congress and the White 
House buried the hatchet today 
With a pledge of mutual co-opera- 
tion expected to bring the most 
harmonious relations since the ear- 
ly days of the first Roosevelt ad- 
ministration. 

Republican and Democratic lead- 
ers alike ushered in the new era. 
Senate Republican leaders, dub- 
bing themselves the “loyal opposi- 
tion,” visited the President Wed- 
nesday and pledged their aid in 
avoiding feud-inspiring quarrels. 
One of their leaders, Sen. Robert 
A. Taft, Republican, Ohio, who had 
never been inside Mr. Roosevelt’ 
office, called on the Presiden 
again today. 

Senate and house Democratic 
leaders cernented the new relation- 
ship by calling at the White House 
today and promising Mr. Truman 
their “genuine and sympathetic” 
co-operation in winning the war, 
writing the peace and bringing the 
nation a fruitful postwar economy. 
PLEDGES CO-OOPERATION 

The President, who worked el- 
bow-to-elbow with many of them 
curing his 11 years in the senate, 
assured both parties that he de- 


sires to co-operate with congress in 


every way. 

One prominent Republican call- 
er said Mr. Truman “realized that 
it was the duty of the minority 
party to point out errors and mis- 
takes and that, although he is a 
Democrat, he proposed to carry 
on his duties in the public interest 
oes as possible from partisan- 

ip.” 

When Mr. Roosevelt di- * he and 
the national legislature long had 
been at odds. At one time his most 
trusted lieutenant, Senate Demo- 
cratic Leader Alben W. Barkley, of 
Kentucky, denounced him from 


the floor. That breach was never 


fully healed. 

Barkley said after today’s con- 
ference that long standing and bit- 
ter differences between congress 
and the White House “might well 
be relegated to the past in view of 
the new situation.”

U. S., Russia Deadlocked 
In Polish Controversy 


WASHINGTON, April 19.—(AP)—Russia and the United States were tightly deadlocked 
today in a dispute over Poland which caused officials to fear for the success of the San Fran- 
cisco conference on world organization. The latest development was a State Department 
announcement again rejecting Russia’s twice-made demand that the Polish provisional gov- 
ernment in Warsaw be invited to the United Nations’ meeting. This government took the po- 


sition that “only a new provisional government of national unity formed in accordance with 
ethe Crimea agreement”

The Polish issue, storm centér of 
western Allied relations with

Hospitals 
Win Okay 
Of Gibson 


Veteran Facilities 
‘Well Managed, 
says Georgia Solons 


Rep. John S. Gibson, Democrat, 
Georgia, a member of .the House 
Committee Investigating Veterans’ 
Hospitals throughout the country, 
said yesterday he found “institu- 
tions well managed and patients 
well treated and cared for” in vet- 
erans’ hospitals in Georgia, Ala- 
bama and Florida. 


Members of the Committee on 
World War Veterans Legislation 
were assigned states to cover, Gib- 
son said, after sweeping charges 
were made against veterans’ hos- 
pitals. 

“At two of the hospitals I came 
in at mealtime and went right on 
in the dining room,” Gibson said 
in a statement. “I found clean, 
well balanced, wholesome meals 
served in every instance. The 
grounds, the buildings, the equip- 
ment, electric refrigerators, kitch- 
ens and bedrooms were immac- 
ulately clean. 

“Occasionally, there are doctors 
who could not be rated high. This, 
however, is the direct result of the 
system of procuring and promot- 
ing the medical personnel, and the 
very inadequate compensation 
paid them, 

“They are selected through civil 
service and paid salaries not far 
above what clerical help should 
be paid. The system is nearer 
socialized medicine than anything 
we have, or have ever had, in 
America. My only suggestion for 
improvement would be in this in- 
stance. Socialized medicine has 
never been, nor will ever be a 
success. When an attempt is rrade 
to socialize the sciences then you 
can look for a determination of 
them.” 

Congressman Gibson said that 
on his return to Washington he 
would propose to congress that 
“the party making these charges 
in the first instance be himself 
investigated. That we find out 
who he is, have him to repeat his 
charges under oath and be sub- 
jected to a searching cross-exam- 
ination.”

The German radio declared the greatest tank battle in history was raging last night 
just east of Berlin as powerful Russian forces ground toward Strausberg, only 10 miles 
from the outskirts of the ruined enemy capital. The Paris radio said Berlin was under 
shellfire, and Moscow finally acknowledged officially that the Red army has crossed the 


Oder. 


The Nazis admitted the great armored struggle was reaching its climax. Propa- 


ganda Minister Goebbels appealed to the German people to throw out all rules of warfare 


and use every desperate means to, 


defend the fatherland. Berlin 
said the Germans were falling 
back. 

American troops were cautioned 
that a junction with the Red army 
is imminent. They were shown 
pictures of Russian tanks and ad- 
vised from now on to look twice 
before they shoot. 

Russian forces south sof Berlin 
were reported to have plunged 
across the Spree river and to with- 
in 55 miles of American lines. 
LEIPZIG FALLS TO U. 8. 

The American First Army 
wiped out the last German resist- 
ance in Leipzig, fifth largest 
Reich city, 80 miles south of Ber- 
lin. Nuernberg, Nazi party con- 
gress city, was surrounded and 
more than half taken, and Ameri- 
can tanks charged on southward 
to within 80 miles of Munich. The 
Third Army fought deeper into 
Czechoslovakia. Halle, 16 miles 
northwest of Leipzig, fell. 

The Ruhr pocket was mopped 
up, revealing a final bag of 316,- 
930 prisoners. The defeat suf- 
fered by Hitler’s armies in the 
devastated region of mines and 
war, factories was the worst since 
Stalingrad. , 

Gen. Bradley declared that the 
first phase of the Allied offensive 
across the Rhine was ended, with 
all the German troops that faced 
his armies when the big push 5e- 
gan either killed, captured or 
wounded. 

Another Russian blow was aimed 
at the great Baltic naval base of 
Stettin, northern anchor of Ber- 
lin’s crumbling Oder river de- 
fense line. Thousands of Red 
army soldiers were reported 
surging across the Oder below 
Stettin under cover of artificial 
fog. 

In Moscow—where official con- 
firmation of the Red army’s Ber- 
lin offensive was delayed by tra- 
ditional silence—the Soviet radio 
declared that the “curtain was 
falling on the European war” and 
said that the time when the Al- 
lied and E.ussian armies would 
link up now was at hand. 

Along the entire 170-mile front 
from Stettin to Saxony, invaded 
for the first time by the Red army, 
the relentless pressure of Russian 
armies beat back the defensive 
German arc toward Berlin. 


22-MILE ADVANCE 


Southeast of Berlin, the Rus-' 


sians had gained at least 22 miles 
by Berlin’s account and they had 


driven nine miles beyond the

LEIPZIG, Germany, April 19.—(INS)—One hundred banqueting 
Nazis were blown to shreds last night when Munitions Manufacturer 
Herr Bundin destroyed himself and his guests at a Gotterdammerung 
dinner held as the U. S, First Army drove into Leipzig. 

Crazed ky fear as Lt. Gen. Hodges’ men smashed towards his 
city, Bundin arranged for his own death and that of 100 friends by 
transforming his banquet table into a huge land mine. 

When the Americans ‘reached the city, the manufacturer of one 


shot bazookas invited his friends to a_ feast. 


The doomed guests 


were served caviar, champagne and all the trimmings. 
After the banquet, while the hundred guests smoked costly cigars 


and sipped old cognac, Bundin 


ressed a button set under the table 
and wiped out the entire assemblage. 


This unbelievable action was only one of the fantastic incidents 
marking the American entry into Leipzig. The thrust into the city 


smashed open 


the heart of Nazidom and brought the brutal and 


obscene cruelty of that regime into full view. 

Pretty, tow-headed children made the Nazi last stand in Leipzig. 
Kids from 10 to 15, banded together under SS officers, fought the 
Americans with grenades, bazookas and machine pistols. 

One rear echelon column was blasted by children who hid be 
hind a wall and hurled grenades at the Yanks. Tiny tots lurked in 
doorways with weapons hidden under their shirts. 

In the mad melee of action at the front and behind it the Ameri- 
cans fought gray bearded men and children, while thousands of 
trained Nazi soldiers surrendered.

‘FELT LIKE A BLOODY FOOL’ 


Legless RAF Ace Free, 
Wants To Fly Again

COLDITZ, Germany, April 19.—(4)—Gay, debonair Wing Cmdr. 
Douglas Bader, famed legless pilot of the RAF who was shot down 
over France three and a half years ago, wants most ofall to “get 
another squirt at the bloody Hun,” now that he is free from German 


internment. : 


“Just give me one more shot at. 


those goons,” begged the 35-year- 
old fighter pilot who became one 
of Britain’s great aces with two 
artificial legs. “I'll never be sat- 
isfied until I do.” 

The laughing, dark-eyed hero 
built up during his prison, life an 
abiding ‘hatred of the Germans 
and a burning thirst for revenge 
for indignities heaped on him 
since he was captured in August, 
1941, aftér his plane collided with 
another. 

He was one of a thousand or so 
liberated Monday from the great 
gray Colditz prison, where the 
Nazis sent Allied captives who 
would not submit to imprisonment 
elsewhere. These prisoners had 
been classed as special enemies of 
the fatherland, and most\ attempt- 
ed to escape from time to time. 

Bader had 25 planes to his 
credit when his plane was dam- 
aged over Lille.: 

“I had to jettison one of my 
legs,” he said, laughing as if it 
were a great joke on himself. “I 
felt like a bloody fool parachuting 
down with only one leg.” 
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The Germans found his leg and 
it was fixed so that he could 
wear it. None of.the Nazis 
thought the legless flier would try 


to escape from the French hos- 
pital in which he was confined. 
But one night he tried, sliding 
down a rope of tied bedsheets. 
He was caught. For punishment, 
“those goons” for two weeks 
wouldn’t give him the new leg 
the RAF had a him 
— his colleagues * ed of his 
oss, 

“It was a magnificent example 
of how the German mind works,” 
he chuckled. “They wouldn’t give 
me my legs. Two goons carried 
me while another carried my legs 
and an officer marched along in 
front.” 

Four more times Bader tried to 
escape. He failed. 

Annoyed, the Germans sent him 
to Colditz prison two years ago. 
Even there Bader had a try at 
escaping. Friends tried to con- 
struct a glider to be launched 
from the roof. But the Germans 
tumbled to it. 


Make Japs Pay ‘Two Ranks Higher’ 
For Each Murder, Halsey Demands 


NEW YORK, April 
Adm. Halsey has called for the 
death of a Japanese officer—‘“two 
ranks higher’—for every one of 
“our men who was murdered” in 
the Pacific war. 

This retribution would be a 
peace price for Japanese atrocities, 
in a postwar plan which also 
would impose an indefinite armi- 
stice, without a peace treaty, and 
military, rather than civil, control. 

The plan to control Japan was 
evolved out of discussions with 
his staff, and Halsey refers to it 
as “this plan of ours.” It is pub- 
lished under his name, as told to 
Frank D. Morris, Collier’s Pacific 
Fleet correspondent, in the current 
issue of the magazine,

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Judge Clears 
Youth In U. 5S. 
Prison Mutiny 


Twenty-yearold James Donald 
Douglas, one of six defendants in 
the Atlanta penitentiary mutiny 
trial, was acquitted yesterday on 
a directed verdict by Federal 
Judge E. Marvin Underwood. The 
government proceeded with- argu- 
ment to the jury in the cases of 
the five remaining prisoners. 

Attorneys for the six defendants 
had introduced evidence which 
they claimed absolved three of the 
prison inmates of taking part in the 
conspiracy to capture the peniten- 
tiary'’s seregation building last De- 
cember, but Judge Underwood di- 
rected a verdict of not guilty only 
in the case of Douglas. The court 
told the jury that evidence pre- 
sented was not sufficient to prove 
Douglas took part in planning or 
carryingeout the plot 

Douglas was immediately re- 

turned to the penitentiary under 
armed guard. Before leaving the 
courtroom, -he smilingly shook 
hands with Defense Attys. Hal 
Lindsay, W. Paul Carpenter and 
George G. Finch, and spoke to his 
co-defendants. 
ANDREWS OPENS ARGUMENT 
- YU. &. Attorney M. Neil Andrews 
opened the prosecution’s argument 
to the jury in the cases of Rich- 
ard Arthur Myles, Jack Adams, 
Myron Hinds, George Hollings- 
worth and William Sanders, the 
other penitentiary inmates being 
tried for conspiracy to mutiny, as- 
Sault guards and destroy govern- 
ment property. 

Andrews charged that the de- 
fendants have “trumped up” griev- 
@nces against the prison which 
they had never mentioned before 
the time of the mutiny, parrying 
defense counsels’ argument that 
the insurrection was staged for the 
gole purpose of drawing the at- 
tention of high authorities to pris- 
on conditions. 

“The government's argument is 
that these men conspired to mu- 
tiny and riot, to escape from the 

itentiaty, to resist and intimi- 
Fate and interfere with officers 
by assaulting them with knives 
and daggers, to destroy property 
belonging to the United States, 
and to destroy prison records,” 
Andrews said. 

“Defense counsel contend that 
the object of the conspiracy was 
something entirely different—the 
presentation of grievances,” he 
continued. “They seem to think 
that because the defendants didn’t 
kill somebody or beat samebody’s 
brains out they are not guilty of 


assault.” 
DEFINES “ASSAULT” 

Under common law, Andrews 

inted out, offering to do bodily 
om is defined as assault, wheth- 
er the harm is actually done or 
not. Courts have held that im- 
prisoning a person, without au- 
thority to do so, is also assault, 
he stated. 

“These defendants are people 
who refused to get along with 
society outside the prison,” An- 
drews said, “and they aren't going 
to get along with it on the inside. 
Most of the 2,000 inmates at the 
Atianta penitentiary have learned 
to adjust themselves to their im- 

risonment, and they receive cer- 

in privileges as a result. 

“The men who rioted out there 
are about three per cent of the 
prison population,” he estimated. 
“They couldn't adjust themselves, 
and they were segregated and their 
privileges denied. Now, because 
they can’t adjust, they think they 
have the right to make knives and 
Gaggers to kill people.” 

The government will conclude 
its argument when the court con- 
venes at 10 a. m. today, and de- 
fense counsel will present their 
arguments. The trial is expected 
to conclude today.

The move for legislation to broaden the 
administration’s tariff-cutting authority is 
looked upon, and with justification, as a 
decisive test of this nation’s oft-avowed de- 
nunciation of narrow isolationism. Unless 
such power to make reciprocal tariff re- 
ductions is enacted into law, it will be 
taken as clear indication that President 
Truman is unable to get from congress the 
solid co-operation which he must have if 
a third global conflict is to be averted. 


It will be recalled, in this connection, 
that this nation in 1934 first adopted a re- 
ciprocal trade agreements program where- 
under the President—in return for con- 
cessions from other nations—could slash 
as much as 50 per cent off tariffs provided 
in the Smoot-Hawley act of 1930. Twenty- 
eight of these reciprocal agreements have 
been made by Secretary of State Hull dur- 
ing the past decade, about 40 per cent of 
American imports having had rate cuts of 
the full 50 per cent and an additional 22 
per cent of imports having had lesser rate 
cuts. The legislation whereunder these re- 
ductions were made expires June 12, and 
Rep. Doughton, of the House Ways and 
Means Committee, is seeking (1) to have 
it extended for another three years, and 
(2) to give President Truman additional 
power so that he could authorize further 
reductions of up to 50 per cent off tariffs 
prevailing on Jan. 1 of this year.

Mack Tharpes Death 
Moves Him to Tears 


TEHRAN, Iran.—(By Mail)—Our plane from 

Russia arrived just before dark and I did not 

: see the newspaper of the Persian Gulf Command, 

army newspaper, until the next morning, being too tired 
to do anything but go to bed that night. 

The next morning, hungry for news, I read the paper. The day 
was March 20. The date of the paper was March 14. Far away 
from home, and without any news of home in more than two 
months, I read each paper diligently, every line of every page. On 
the back page I came across an item of eight lines. It had an 
Atlanta dateline and it said that Mack Tharpe, of Atlanta and 
Georgia Tech, had been killed in action. I lay down on the bed 
and, despite all I could do to prevent it, I could not keep back the 
tears. Mack Tharpe dedd. 

I know by now that nfany fine things have been said of him and 
written about him. He deserved them all. I know this is late, but 
I could not fail to write something of what I felt for Mack Tharpe. 

The more I thought about his death, in action as a combat pilot 
at the age of 41, the more tragically tremendous it seemed. And 
of all the war stories there is none more in the American tradition 
than his. He was not easy to know because he was, like so many 
big men, reticent and shy. He blushed easily. He would have 
hit you right in the nose hud you said it in his presence, but he 
was a sweet person, with a very rare gentleness in his nature. 

It was this, I think, which made him such a terror on the foot- 
ball field. He was one of the great tackles of our time. He never 
played a dirty game, as the saying goes, but he was rougher and 
tougher and meaner on the football field than any tackle you have 
heard about or seen. I think it was this gentleness in his nature 
which made him so. He resented it, in a way, and so he played like 
a tiger. I used to be very sorry for the men on the teams who-met 
Tech who found themselves pitted against him. They rarely lasted 
out a game because Tharpe, in demonstrating that because his skin 
was pink and because he blushed easily, did not mean he was a 
gentle person, was more than one man could handle. 

He had a fine sense of humor and among friends he talked 
easily and well. Around strangers he was very shy. He had a 
great sense of loyalty. He was either for you or against you and 
if he was for you no one could say anything against you in his 
presence. 

He rather resented the fact that he was too young for the first 
World War, and when this one came along his resentment that he 
was apparently too old for active service made him almost morose. 


How he got to be a combat pilot is one of the 
Great Story really great, human stories of the war. That it 
should have ended so tragically makes it take on a great dignity. 
It was a road he had to travel. Mack Tharpe had to go to war. 
Something in him drove him, and once in combat I know as well 
as if I had been there to see him that he was as unrelenting in 
combat as on the football field. 

He was 41. I suppose there will be some who will say, or have 
said, that he was too old to be flying in combat and that his age 
might have been a contributing factor to his death. That is not true. 

His commanding officer told me that Mack Tharpe had better 
reflexes and quicker co-ordination than any of the kids of 19 and 21 
on his carrier. 

Not so many months ago I wrote a story about Mack Tharpe 
and how he got to be a combat pilot. They would not have him 
because of his-age. So, he went into the Navy’s athletic program 
and was assigned to Athens and the preflight schoq] there. 

What none of his friends knew was that for months before the 
war Tharpe had been getting up early and going out to Candler 
Field and taking flying lessons. I said before there was a road he 
had to follow. That it should lead to where it did was, and is, 
tragic and heartbreaking to his friends and family. But had he 
known the.end he would have followed that road just as stubbornly 
and as unrelentingly. 

At Athens he became friends with one of the officers. When 
that officer was transferred to a Florida post he took Tharpe with 
him. That was the second step. First he had to get into the serv- 
ice. Then he started on his plan to be a combat pilot. He kept on 
flying and he was very good at it, although his huge frame fitted 
rather snugly into the combat planes. His friend was transferred 
next to a small carrier and Tharpe went along. Pretty soon he was 
flying, taking those “hot” ships off the small carrier and bringing 
them back. 

I had a letter from him, not long before I left on this trip, 
telling me about running into some Tech boys handling destroyers. 
And from his letter I knew he was where things were very, very 
warm in a fighting way. 

Since then I had heard no news of him until I read the eight 
lines today. I know none of the details. I have read those eight 
lines over and over, but all they tell me is that he is dead. In action. 

Well, even without the details, I know he died well. If he had 
time to think about it or know about it, I know very well he met 
it with a curious, inquisitive grin, wondering what was beyond the 
door to which there is no key save death. 

A lot of good, brave men are dying every day, yet I know that 
when “Old Tharpe” died the angels played louder on their harps 
and the orchestras of the spheres let the brasses have full sway 
in a great martial, throbbing tribute to a great and gallant man 
e « » a combat pilot dead in action at 41.

What Is the Meaning 
Of Full Employment’? 


We have been hearing, for months past, a lot * 


of conversation about “full employment” as a 
requisite to postwar prosperity. Politicians have 
spoken of 60,000,000 jobs when the war is over and some have en- 
tered into long, it seems to me, piddling argument as to whether 
aoe will be 55, 60 or 65 million folks in the United States seeking 
jobs. 

So, without going into all that one of the big divisions of or- 
ganized labor has to say on the subject, let’s look this morning at a 
booklet titled CIO Re-Employment Plan, put out by the CIO. 

In the first place, the CIO has its own definition of full employ- 
ment. It is simple and to the point and leaves no room for argu- 
ment. Says the CIO, “ ‘Full employment’ means a situation in which 
there are more fobs than there are people to fill them.” 

Harking back to the inflexible law of supply and demand. They 
know that if jobs exceed workers, the jobs will be made as tempt- 
ing, as profitable and as generally desirable as possible. Potential 
employers will be competing for the limited supply of workers and 
the “help wanted” columns will continue to read just about as they 
read today. 

Whereas, if would-be workers exceed jobs, pay will tend to de- 
crease, working conditions will not be any better than they have 
to be and, in place of the lengthy “help wanted” columns, begging 
someone, anyone, to take the job, there’ll be columns of “situation 


wanted” ads. Which wouldn’t be so good. 

All Agree I think everyone nowadays agrees that a “help 
wanted” economy is far better for everyone, work- 

ers, etnployers, manufacturers, businessmen and the country gen- 

erally, than is one where the “situation wanted” dominates. ‘ The 

former means plenty of money in circulation, plenty of sales in the 

stores, 

Now the CIO booklet of which I write has some concrete sug- 
gestions on how to provide the “full employment” it wants to see 
continue through the future. 

After analyzing their opinions of the necessary co-operation be- 
tween private enterprise and government, the CIO wants to see 
organized production around an overall national plan and compo- 
nent industry plans. They would retain for the days of peace some- 
thing of the national planning that had to be inaugurated to meet 
the demands of war. 

Small business, says the booklet, must be helped and protected. 
There must be industrial expansion, not contraction. 

And then they make some definite suggestions for postwar in- 
dustrial activity. 

There is, for instance, the aircraft industry. This, they say, must 
be kept alive and developed. It is urged that a vast network of 
airports and airlanes must be created, all over the country, to en- 
courage rapid growth of individual ownership of planes and indi- 


vidual flying. 
: There is a tremendous job waiting on the 
The Railways railroads of the country. The railroads have 


done a magnificent job during the war, but it has resulted in fur- 


ther injury to roadbeds and equipment that was, much of it, already ¥{ 


run down before the war began. Old rolling stock is a genuine 


danger to life and limb today. 

Not only must the railroads be restored to the efficiency and 
safety they knew in predepression days, but they must be mod- 
ernized in equipment. All grade crossings should be eliminated, for 
instance. In short, the railroad systems all need reconditioning. If 
the roads cannot find the necessary money themselves, it should be 
supplied on some fair basis by the government. 

Then, very obviously, there is the need for greatly enlarged na- 
tional programs of highway construction. 

The federal government should, without “matching” by state 
funds, construct a national system of superhighways connecting 
every state. The states, with federal aid, should construct. com- 
plete systems of secondary roads and every farmer should be able 
to truck his products to market over good, all-weather roads. 

There is room for vast re-employment in our educational sys- 


tem. Many more schools are needed, classes are too large, which 


means tens of thousands of additional teachers are required. 

I have, here, only skimmed the surface of the CIO Re-Employ- 
ment Plan. What do you think of the problem? Any suggestions 
to make?

The superiority 
of the “first families” was not a 
matter of money alone. Nearly all 
rich men sent their sons to Eng- 
lish universities, and many fine 
gentlemen of that period had a 
breadth of culture and knowledge 
and brilliance and understanding 
seldom equaled in our time. 

The system might have proved 
a blessing, since culture must set 
an example, but snobbery and 
greed stood in the way. 

When Lopez began to establish 
democracy in Venezuela, his first 
task was to pick®a few intelligent 
people and teach them so- they 
could teach others. These chosen 
few became a kind of aristocracy, 
far superior to the many, but they 
made a career of sharing their cul- 
ture with the less fortunate. 

In Virginia, in Jefferson’s time, 
aristocrats bitterly opposed any 
plan to educate the common peo- 
ple. They said, in effect: “Teach 
the common man to read and he 
will get ideas above his station 
and wish to live as we do, Then 
who will do our work?” 

The old order changeth, but the 
idea persists that one man can 
hold himself up only by holding 
others down. It is no longer true, 
if it ever was, and the only ex- 
cuse for it now is snobbery.

Wallace Pros 
Are Far From Bright 


WASHINGTON.—What effect President 

Roosevelt's death will have on the political for 

tunes.of Secretary of Commerce Henry A. Wal- 

lace, the former vice president, is a question that offers an inter- 
esting line of speculation. 

Before the late President’s pasting, Mr. Wallace was looked on 
as a certain candidate for the Democratic nomination four years 
hence. Moreover, he was regarded as a formidable candidate, one 
who had more prospects of capturing the prize than any other pro- 
spective contender who could be visualized at the time. 
¥ All of this was based on the assumption, of course, that Mr. 
Roosevelt would still be living and would be ready to retire at the 
end of his fourth term. 

Now everything has been completely changed. President Tru- 
man’s succession has virtually locked the door against a successful “ 
Wallace candidacy in 1948. 3 

Events as they unfold in the next three years may change the 
picture, but no assumption is warranted at the present time other 
than that the new President will be a candidate to succeed him- 
self. And it doesn’t seem to matter much whether he makes a good 
or a bad president—the results will probably be the same. 


Precedent The cold historic facts of the matter are that it is 
virtually impossible to defeat a sitting president tor 
a second-term nomination, if he wants and seeks it. We have seen 
two recent examples of that. Republican opponents of President 
Taft and later President Hoover were unable to wrest the nomina- 
tion from them, although it was commonly acknowledged within the 
party that both of them were doomed to defeat for re-election. 

No one can say what Mr. Truman’s plans may be three years 
from now. He may or may not be anxious to serve another term. 
But all the precedents force the conclusion that, his health per- 
mitting, he will be a candidate to succeed himself. 

That being true, no place is left in the picture for Henry Wal- 
lace. It would be utterly futile, it seems, for him to contest the 
nomination with Mr. Truman. The President holds the reins of 
porte control. Many have been challenged, but none has been 

eaten, 7 

So far as 1948 is concerneti, therefore, Mr. Wallace fades into 
the background. It is impossible to conceive of any circumstances 
which would enable him to — President Truman for the nomi- 
nation, should the new President seek it. 

The nearest approach to it that could happen would be for the 
President to force Mr. Wallace’s resignation as secretary of com- 
metce. That ntight provide an issue on which the former vice presi- 
dent could go to the country and rally his liberal backers. | . 

But no one—not even Mr. Wallace’s enemies—have foreseen the 
possibility of anything like that happening. On the contrary, the 
very opposite is likely to be true. President Truman is expected 
to keep Wallace in his present cabinet post so long as he desires 
to remain, 

There is talk of shifting the commerce secretary to the Agricul- 
tural Department to make room for someone of Mr. Truman’s more 
personal choice, But the odds are heavy against that coming about 


unless Mr. Wallace himself should request it. ' 

: So the prospects are that the Iowa man will re

nothing to attract him politically outside of the government. It 
would be futile for him to get out of the cabinet with a view to 
organizing his forces looking to the next national convention. He 
best would bide his time by remaining where he is. 

And so long as he does continue as a part of the Truman admin- 
istration it is impossible for him to make any move that might 
be construed as seeking the nomination in opposition to the Presie 
dent in 1948. ?

“Lots of Things Besides Bullets Make War Hell” 


(Editor’s Note: In addition to 
the story which appears here to- 
day, we will print several others 
which we have just received 
from Ernie on Okinawa. We be- 
lieve he would have wanted us 
to. As a great reporter, a great 
newspaperman and a great per- 
son, he would have wanted his 
stories to go through, despite his 
tragic death.) 


OKINAWA (By Navy Radio.)— 
That was one of the most mis- 


erable dawn nights out of the hun- o- 


dreds of miserable nights I have 
spent in this war. 

Bird Dog and Gross and I turn- 
ed into our sacks just after dark. 
So did evérybody else who wasn’t 
It was too early to go 
to sleep, so we just lay there in 
the dark and talked. You could 
hear voices faintly all over the 
hillside. 

We didn’t take off our clothes, 
of course; nobody does in the 
I did take off my boots 
but Bird Dog and Gross !eft theirs 
on, for they had to stand watch 
on the field telephones from 1 
till 2 a. m., 


The three of us lay jammed up 
against each other, with Bird Dog 
in the middle. We smoked one 
cigaret after another. We didn’t 
have to hide them’ under the 
blanket, for we were in a protect- 
ed position where a cigaret could 
not be seen very far. 


Right after dark the mosqyitoes 


| started buzzing around our heads. 


These Okinawa mosquitoes sound 
like a flame thrower. They can’t 
be driven off or brushed away. 

I got a little bottle of mosquito 
lotiom’ out of my pocket and 
doused my face and neck, though 


just down-hill from us and a Ma- 
rine came jumping out into the 
moonlight, cussing and jerking at 
his clothes. . 

“I an’t stand these goddam 
things any longer,” he cried. “I’ve 
got to take my ciothes off.” 

We all laughed under our pon- 
chos while he stood there in the 
moonlight and stripped off every 
stitch, even though it was very 
chilly. He shook and brushed his 
clothes, doused them with insect 
powder and then put them back 


This unfortunate soul was Cpl. 
Leland Taylor, of 101 Francis 
court, Jackson, Mich. His nick- 
— is Pop, since he is 33 years 
old. 

Pop is a “character.” He has 
a black beard and even in the 
front lines he wears a khaki over- 
geas dress cap which makes him 
stand out. 

After Pop went back to bed 
everything ame quiet for sev- 
eral hours, but hardly anybody 
was asleep. The next morning 
t'> boys on guard said that Pop 
must have smoked three packs of 
cigaréts that night. It was the 
same way with Bird Dog, Gross 
and me. 

One of the boys on guard came 
t. wake my bedmates at a quarter 
till one, but they weren’t asleep. 
I thought maybe I could get to 
sleep while they were away, but 
I didn’t. The mosquitoes were 
really crucifying me. 

The boys came back about 2 
o’clock and took off their shoes 
and lay down, With my blanket 


over the three of us, we were as 
warm as toast. At least we had 
that advantage. 

’ All night without even raising 
our heads we could see flashes of 
the big guns of our fleet across 
the island. They were shelling 
the southern part and also shoot- 
ing flares to light up the front 
lines in the south. 

Once there’ was a distinct rus- 
tling of the bushes in front of us. 
Of course the first thing I thought 
of was a Jap. 

But then I figured a Jap would 
not make that much noise and 
finally I decided it was one of 
the horses the mortar boys ha‘ 
commandeered, crashing through 
the bushes. And that’s what it 
turned out to be. 

Pop Taylor also had the Jap 
idea, at first. The next morning 
“Brady” Bradshaw, who was 
sleeping with Pop, said Pop shook 
him violently during the night to 
wake him up and borrow a .45, 
just in case. Brady laughed and 
laughed about it, for lying on the 
ground between them all the time 
was an arsenal of two carbines, 
two shotguns and Pop’s own .45. 

Along about 4:30 I guess we did 
sleep a little from sheer exhaus- 
tion. That gave the mosquitoes a 
clear field. Wher we woke up at 
dawn and crawled stiffly out into 
the daylight my right eye was 
swollen shut, as usual. 

All of which isn’t a very war- 
like night to describe, but I tell 
it just so you'll know there are 
lots of things besides bullets that 
make war hell.

chus, who are too few to matter 
statistically. 


In 1644, the Nuchen Tatars 


(Manchus) conquered China and | 
set up the Ta Ching dynasty in| 
Peking. They held China until | 


1911, when that country became 
a republic. In 1776, the Manchus 
became conscious of Chinese im- 
migration into their country and 
fearful that they would be buried 
in their own homeland beneath an 
avalanche of industrial Chinese, 
they set up an anti-immigration 
policy—which did not quite work 
as the Chinese have a masterful 
ability to evade unpopular and 
unfavorable laws. In fact, in re- 
cent years, a real Manchu was 
pretty hard to find in many parts 
of Manchuria. His womenfolk 
were best recognized by costume 
and headdress on occasions. 

At any rate, the Chinese in- 
creased in that area, and, after 
China became a republic, Man- 
churia, as well as Mongolia, was 
regarded as indisputably Chinese 
territory, except for a small en- 
clave at the southern extremity 
known as the Kuantung Leased 
Territory and the South Man- 
churia Railway Zone, which the 
Japanese hold by virtue of con- 


quest from Russia, the Treaty of | 


Portsmouth and agreements with 
the Chinese, 

There seems to be some 
dency in  over-propagandized 
America to assume that some of 
this territory was oncé legitimate- 
ly Russian. This has never been 
so. Russia made uttempts at pos- 
sessing Manchuria but always fail- 
ed except for the right to build a 
railroad through that country, 
which she obtained by corruption 
and treachery and lost by war. 
Russia’s claim to Poland ig based 
upon some history and previous 
partitions with some such confu- 
sion as the Curzon Line: there is 
ne historical basis for any Russian 
claim to Manchuria: in fact, there 
is an historical Chinese claim for 
the maritime provinces of Siberia 
which once were part of Man- 
churia and which Russia seized 
by war. 

These are the full and tragic 
facts of the case which, when the 
time comes, will be blasted over 
the air in vicious distortion.

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Henry Sopkin Lauds Talent 
Of Young Atlanta Musicians

“Atlanta’s youthful musical tal- 
ent is as superior as that found 
anywhere,” said Henry Sopkin, 
eminent Chicago conductor of 
youth symphonies, who is in the 
city to serve as guest conductor 
when the local Youth Symphony 
presents its final concert of the 
season on Sunday afternoon at the 
city auditorium. “And to go a bit 
further” he continued “‘I would 
venture to prophesy that with the 

roper spiritual backing your 

outh Symphony could develop 
into a full-fledged symphony with 
national recognition within five 
years.” 

That my, dears, is high praise, 
coming from one ‘of the three 
greatest youth symphony conduc- 
tors in the country, to say noth- 
ing of the encouragement it lends 
to the city’s musical “small fry” 
who have labored long and well 
to show what they can do as an 
orchestral unit. 


A charming gentleman, with an 
irresistible smile and music in his 
soul, might serve as a thumbnail 
sketch of Mr. Sopkin. But that 
would tell you nothing of his sym- 
pathy for and understanding of 
children—a sympathy so deep that 
the sheer effort they put forth 
in playing for him sometimes 
brings tears to his eyes! Indeed, 
he is a champion of youth, believ- 
ing that the development of a 
country’s youth is by far its great- 
est resource. 

‘NATIVE TRAINING 

Mr. Sopkin is director of mu- 
sic at the Woodrow Wilson Col- 
lege in Chicago, in addition to be- 
ing a violin soloist and orchestra 
director of note, and editor for 
several music publishers. Though 
he does not come from a musical 
family, his love of music is as 
innate as his midwestern savoir 
faire, and he was not long in 
choosing it as a career. He re- 


ceived all of his training in Chi- 
cago, for he is a firm believer in 
native training. Likewise he be- 
lieves implicitly in native conduc- 
tors for American symphony or- 
chestras and is convinced that the 
time is coming when American 
talent will receive the recognition 
it deserves. 

The lighter side of Mr. Sopkin’s 
nature is concerned with fishing 
and amateur gardening, with a 
leaning toward the latter. 

“Watching things grow,” he ex- 
plains, “is like watching children 
develop in school.” And again 
without realizing it, he is the 
champion of youth, with a gleam 
in his eye and a longing, perhaps, 


for the time when his own two) 


sons, aged 9 and 12, can join him, 
not only in fishing for bass in 
northern Wisconsin and growing 
roses in his suburban gardens, but 
in catching their queues when he 
lifts his baton before his own sym- 
phony orchestra. 
GENTLEMAN FARMER 

A pretty good gardener the con- 
ductor is, too. for in addition to 
flowers (roses are his favorite), he 
grew enough vegetables last year 
to feed his family and many of his 
friends. When he retires, he hopes 
to become a gentleman farmer, he 
says. Then he adds, with a twin- 
kle in his eye, “On five acres!” 

This is Mr. Sopkin’s third en- 
gagement here, once before with 
the Youth Symphony, and once 
last year with the consolidated high 
school orchestra. He likes Atlanta 
and Atlanta’s graciousness. But 
what he likes best is the true hos- 
pitality of the south as reflected 
in the playing of Atlanta’s young 
people!

Liver Sausage Broiled 
Makes Delicious Main Dish 


By SALLY SAVER. 


Cold sliced liver sausage, bo- 
logna and various loaves often are 
the only meats found in our mar- 
kets. We are accustomed to these 
meats for sandwiches and picnic 
lunches, but most of us have had 
little experience in serving them 
as hot dishes or as the dinner 
entree. Indeed, it never occurred 
to most of us that we’d ever need 
serve liver sausage for dinner. 
However, oval-shaped, generous 
Slices of liver sausage broiled to 


a rich, brown with broiled orange 
slices makes an interesting and 
delicious, though unusual main 
dish. Cut the liver sausage with 
a sharp knife, holding knife at an 
angle to make thick, generous 
slices, about 1-2 inch thick. Place 
these on broiler rack, together 
with thick slices of unpeeled 
orange. Place rack far enough 
from source of heat so that meat 
and orange slices will broil slowly 
and evenly. When brown on one 
side, turn and broil on other side. 
Allow about 5 minutes to each 
side.

CREAM OF CARROT AND 
SPINACH SOUP 


1 bunch carrots 

1-2 pound fresh.spinach 

1-4 cup margarine or bacon fat 

1-4 cup flour 

1 quart fresh milk 

2 teaspoons salt 

Dash of pepper. 

1 teaspoon grated onion 

1 cup grated cheese (optional) 

Scrape carrots and slice; cook 
in boiling salted water until ten- 
der. Wash spinach thoroughly, add 
2 cups boiling water, salted, and 
cook until just tender. Drain both 
vegetables and rub through coarse 
sieve. There should be 1 1-2 cups 
carrot puree, and 1-2 cup spinach. 
Melt margarine or fat and blend 
in flour. Slowly add the cold milk 
and cook over direct heat, stirring 
constantly, until sauce boils and 
thickens. Add vegetables and 
juice, season to taste with salt 
and pepper and heat thoroughly.

A U. S. soldier over in Engand 
got into some _ serious trouble. 
Some English civilians were in- 
sulted and abused, and the service 
man found himself behind the 
black ball. He couldn’t calm the 
storm. Charges of assault and 
rape folded over him like a Lon: 
don fog. A general court heard 
his case and found him guilty. 
They didn’t hang him. But fhey 
handed him a dishonorable dis- 
charge. 

But in this country over a year 
later, a reputable Baltimore sur- 
geon opened up his head to take 
out a tumor of the brain. After 
recovery, he applied to the Vet- 
erans’ Administration for one of 
the several benefits of the GI bill. 
But the V. A. answered, “Unh— 
Unh! Not eligible. Dishonorable 
discharge.” 

So he appealed, and won his 
case! He won on the plea that, 
because of a tumor developing on 
his brain, he was out of his right 
mind when he committed the of- 
fenses which caused his dishonor-

able discharge. A supporting af- 
fidavit from the surgeon convinc- 
ed the administratior of veterans’ 
affairs that the claimant had been 
insane. 

What about this? Well, there 
are three sections of the GI Bill 
of Rights (300, 301 and 302) which 
now and in the future may mean 
as much to a considerable number 
of véterans as Bergen means to 
McCarthy—Charlie couldn’t talk 
without him. These sections will 
give some veterans a chance to 
talk. 

Section 300 says that certain 
veterans are barred from all rights 
under any law administered by 
the Veterans’ Administration (in- 
surance is excluded). 

The veterans affected are the 
ones who (1) were discharged be- 
cause of the sentence of a general 
court-martial, or (2) on the ground 
that they- were conscientious ob- 
jectors “who refused to perform 
military duties, or (3) refused to 
wear the uniform or otherwise 
to comply with lawful orders of 
competent military authority,” or 
(4) who were discharged as de- 
serters, or (5) who—as officers— 
tendered their resignations and 
had them accepted “for the good 
of the service.” 

Section 300 goes on to provide 
that, if such persons can show to 
the satisfaction of the administra- 
tor of Veterans’ Affairs that they 
were insane at the time of their 
offense, they won’t be barred from 
benefits under the control of the 
Veterans’ Administration—if oth- 
erwise entitled. 

That’s the provision the soldier 
I mentioned used. 

Such an exservice man, wanting 
to qualify for benefits, can take a 
swing at it by applying to a re- 
gional office of the V. A. (there 
is at least one in every state, ex- 
cept Delaware) for the benefits 
he wants. 

Then he’s got to submit the evi 
dence—whatever he has that he 
thinks will prove he was insane

CASE F-247: Fred F., aged 29, 
is a live-wire grocer. 

“Six years ago I started in the 
grocery business,” he informed me, 
following an address I had given 
a grocers’ convention. 

“But I didn’t do very well. In 
fact, 1 was hardly breaking even. 
I couldn’t figure out why, for I 
was always cordial to my custom- 
ers and did extra little favors for 
them. 

“Besides, I had new stock and 
fresh vegetables. Then I read one 
of your Case Records about a res- 
taurant owner who wanted to 
know how to select a sucecssful 
business site. 

“Following your suggestions, I 
took inventory of my neighborhood 
and decided that I was located on 
the wrong side of the street. 

“So I rented a store directly 
across from my former site and 
have been doing a thriving busi- 
ness ever since.” 

DIAGNOSIS 

Maybe you readers may recall 
the story about the fishermen who 
worked fruitlessly at their nets for 
an entire night. 

Then Jesus told them to put 
down their net on the other side 
of the boat. Their net was broken 
by the draft of fishes. 

There is a good psychological 
point to this story, for thé habits 
of men, like those of fish, are such 
that, if you fail to open your store 
in their accepted pathways, you 
may barely make a living. 

A slight change in geographical 
location may produce a greatly in- 
creased gross volume of sales, as 
Fred’s testimony reveals. 

STUDY BUYING HABITS 

A modern merchant doesn’t grab 
the first available lease that is of- 
fered and then try to make a suc- 
cess in that location. 

Instead, he is more likely to 
make an intensive analysis of the 
community. This is especially true 
of the chain stores, which are lo- 
cated with considerable scientific 
study of the public’s buying habits 
and the available population from 
which to recruit trade. 

In Chicago, for instance, the east 
side of Michigan avenue is not 
nearly as valuable as the west side, 
because Chicagoans have develop- 
ed the habit of walking on the 
west side. 

This may be due to the fact that 
the west side throws them in 
closer contact with the loop and 
other pedestrians, since there is a 
tendency among human beings to 
go where other people are likely 
to be. This is the gregarious ten- 
dency. 

HOW TO PICK A SITE 

In the retail field, moreover, an 
intervening railroad or street car 
line may impose a great psycho- 
logical hazard to success, especial- 
ly if there are many families with 
children in that region. 

Parents avoid sending young- 
sters across boulevards or car 
tracks. Thus, the merchant with 
the better personality and larger 
stock of goods, may lose out to an 
inferior competitor who happens to 
be on the favored side of the street. 

In selecting a business site, 
therefore, one should take a rough 
census of the number of competi- 
tive stores within the expected 
buying radius, plus the pedestrian 
habits as regards one side of the 
street versus the other. 

A neighborhood composed large- 
ly of two or three-room apart- 
ments is not likely to be a “family” 
neighborhood. Count the peram- 
bulators on the street if you wish 
to pick a location where you can 
catch family or parental trade.

Says Hitler on Birthday Eve 


LONDON, April 19.—(#)—Adolf Hitler declared today on the 
eve of his 56th birthday that “we are now starting a battle as fanat- 
ical as that which we had to fight for our ascent to power years ago,” 
and Propaganda Minister Paul Joseph Goebbels called on Germans 
to discard warfare rules and use every means to defend the fatherland. 


“The rules of war of past cen- 
turies have become out of date,” 
Goebbels said in his weekly news- 
paper Das Reich, as quoted by 
the Nazi Transocean Agency. 
the battle against the terrible en- 
emy, all means are proper, right 
and allowed.” He added that the 
war “has entered a phase in 
which only the utmost effort of the 
nation and everyone can save us.’ 

Replying to birthday greetings 
fram Gauleiter Karl Holz at em- 
battled Nuernberg, Hitler’s mes- 
sage added that “however great 
and crushing the enemy’s supe- 
riority may appear to us, we will 
break it just as we did in those 
days,” the official DNB German 
News Agency reported in a broad- 
cast. 

FLAMBOYANT HOLZ 


Holz’s message to Hitler said 
that “the last battles for the 
town (National Socialist) party 
meetings have begun” and he 
pledged himself to “stay in this 
most Germanic of all towns and 
fight and sacrifice my life.” The 
agency said Hitler awarded Holz 
a decoration for this “exemplary 
behavior.” 

Goebbels said in a broadcast 
speech that the Allies were ready 
“to administer the coup de grace” 
and asked Germany never to for- 


get Hitler, whom he eulogized e: | 


if he were already a Nazi martyr. 

“We are witnessing the last acts 
of a tremendous tragedy,” he said. 
“The decision is very near.” Goeb- 
bels' speech, distributed by DNB, 
urged, “Let us stake our hopes on 
our lucky star.” 

GOEBBELS EXHOFTS 

“It is not only manly but in 
every sense truly German to take 
up the struggle which is inevita- 
ble.” and “never to waver in the 
most painful momen‘ of final de- 
cision or to throw in the sponge,” 
Goebbels said. 

Speaking of Hitler as if to im- 
mortalize a dead man, Goebbels 
affirmed: 

“Never will history be able to

HITLER TO BE JUST 


1 MORE PRISONER 


WASHINGTON, April 19.— 
(UP)—The $64 question— 
what’s going to happen to 
Adolf Hitler?—was answered 
in part today by Secretary of 
War Stimson, who said that if 
American troops find him 
they will bring him in as a 
prisoner of war, unless he re- 
sists. 

“You may be _ sure our 
troops will do their duty,” he 
told his news conference. “Hit- 
ler will be made prisoner of 
war like other Nazi officials, 
if he doesn’t resist.” 

The implication was that if 
Hitler does resist, his captors 
will use their discretion.

HAUSEN’S RAPID RISE 


Hausen, dismissed from _ the 
wehrmacht in 1931 but recalled 
three years later, has risen rapid- 
ly in the SS. His assignment sup- 
posedly includes withdrawing his 
own army group and bringing the 
defenders’ strength within the 
mountain fortress up to 325,000 or 
350,000 troops, with supplies 
enough for about six months. 

The redoubt might be rein- 


forced by German soldiers fight- 
ing in Italy, who were told by 
Nazi Ambassador Rudolf Rahn, in 
a captured document made public 
here, to overcome their “violent 
aversion” to Italians “so the coun- 
try can be exploited to the full- 
est.” 

Advices from Malmoe, Sweden, 
said Col. Gen. Georg Lindemann, 
Nazi commander in chief for Den- 
mark, issued an order of the day 

esterday saying he would “de- 
end the Danish area against any 
attack, from whatever side it may 
come, until the last bullet and 
the last gasp.” ,

Raises Okayed 
For 50,000 


Textilists 


WASHINGTON, April 19.— 
(UP)—Stabilization Director Wil- 
liam H. Davis.today approved the 
upward wage adjustments order- 
ed by the War Labor Board for 
about 50,000 textile workers. 

This makes effective a minimum 
rate of 55 cents an hour and an 
increase of five cents an hour for 
those making above the minimum. 
The increases were quoted by 
WLB two months ago for em- 
ployes of 54 northern and south- 
ern textile mills. 

Davis said that other wage ad- 
justments that may follow collec- 
tive bargaining for those workers 
will be passed upon later. by his 
office if price relief is involved. 

The present minimum wage is 
50 cents an hour. The decision 
ultimately is expected to affect 
400,000 textile workers. 

Davis tied his decision 'to the 
necessity of producing textiles to 
hold down the cost of living, 

“I take advantage of this op- 
portunity to call the attention of 
everybody concerned — manage- 
ment, labor organizations, and the 
workers themselves—to the fact 
that an immediate and substantial 
increase in the total production 
of textiles of supreme importance 
to the stabilization program,” he 
said. 

“I believe that the decisions of 
the War Labor Board have laid 
a broad foundation for sound em- 
ploye relationships and for pro- 
ductive employment conditions in 
the industry. I urge everyone to 
take full advantage now of this 
favorable situation and by con- 
certed action to plan for and 
achieve higher and higher levels 
of textile production.” 


Power Politics 
Inevitable, 


Credit Men Hear 


A postwar world in which pow- 
er politics will play a leading part 
is an inevitable prospect, and this 
nation should not discourage that 
policy, according to Dr. Hugh G. 
Grant, former minister to Albania 
and Thailand. He made this state- 
ment last night at the Atlanta 
Athletic Club in a talk before 
members of the Georgia Associa- 
tion of Credit Men. 

Emphasizing that the opinions 


given represented his own rather 
than those of the state depart- 


ment, Dr. Grant said that the na- 
tions will have peace only through 
friendly collaboration between the 
major powers of Europe and due 
regard for the economic and so- 
cial welfare of smaller nations. He 
named Russia as a nation which 
probably would dominate a large 
portion of continental Europe. 

“Good features are contained in 
the Dumbarton Oaks plan,” he 
said, “but a regional grouping of 
nations seems more practical than 
a super-world government. Euro- 
peans will no more approve of too 
active United States intervention 
on their continent than we would 
appreciate Russia’s dominating 
Latin-American affairs.” 

However, he said, a different 
situation exists in the Far East, 
where it will be years before China 
can become a great power. “Since 
a majority of the Far Eastern peo- 
ples are incapable of establishing 
and maintaining sovereign and 
independent states,” Dr. Grant 
said, “the guns of the United 
States, Russia, Great Britain and 
China must be kept carefully 
trained on Japan.”
